sented before the Society, The Wash.

t'n the Iudson the figures were
ihiained by Colonel Blackford, In
the Delaware and Chesapeake wa-
ters  the lLigures  represent actual
covnts,  He bad, in order to present
the matter fairly, brought together, in
wn speregate, the eateh of all the rivers
of the Atlantic slope, as the catch in
any one river tuctuates under loeal
conditions and gives no measure of
ductuntions in the general catch. It
was not troe that shad spawned in cer-
inin Fivers necessarily returned to the
viver where they were spawned.

mg mren; dams were extended down
thie rivers, so that the prodoctive M-
pacity of the rivers by means of natu-
ral propegation was oot one half as
great as it bad been.

Counting, then,
the eatch in the rivers, after the shad
veached fresh water, it was doubtful
whether 1 per cent.—certainly not 5
jer cent —survived to rr;.l'uulllt'u the
species,  Upon that
we depended to keep up the supply of
shad in the rivers.  Under such condi-
tions the spawning area, being limited,
aud the shad excluded from fresis
water, without the help of artificial
propagation we would not vuly be able
to keep up the supply, but the shad
would soon be exterminated or there
would be sueh & reduction in numbers
as to render the fisheries unprotitable.
They were fast approaching such n
crists in 1870, when the Fish Commis-
sion began the work of shad propaga-
tivn.: The work of artiticinl propags-
tion had not only held the balance
even, bat had determined a slight in-
Crense.

* Uolonel MeDonalid deprecated the
methods employed in shad-tishing, espe-
cislly in the use of pound-nets.  In the
Conpecticat river, where pound-nets are
wied, o larger part of the catch is taken
in salt water.  In the Hudson, as the
laws of New York do not permit fishing
with pound-nets, the river is not ob-
strucied to the same extent as the Con-
pecticut is,  In the Deluware, where an
inerense was shown, there were no
pound-nets, In the case of the Chesa-
peake and its tributaries. showing a de-
erease of 21 per eent., 713,000 of the
shad caught this year, or more than one
half of the whole catch, were taken in the
salt water of the bay, The pound.nets
began at the capes and extended to the
mouth of the Potomac. Prior to 1871
the shad were taken entirely in fresh
water, but now over onc half were
eaught in salt water. After entering
the Potomac nearly one balf of the
catch in that river i8 made where the
fich cannot spawn. In the Rappahan-
nock one half the catch is on the oys-
ter-grounds, or in brackish water. In
the York river the catch is practically
below Gloucester Point. In the James
river there are no pound-nets, and in that
river we find an increase in the cateh,
While the fisheries in the Chesapeake
bay and its tributaries, as a whole,
have fullen off 21 per cent., the de-
crease in the catch in certain rivers is
much greater. T'he catch in the Sus-
guchanna in 1880 was 614,000, against
212,000 in 1585 ; and in the Potomac,
552,857 in 1880, agsinst 157,007 in
1855. The reason of this, Colonel
McDonald thought, is obvious. Tn
1571 there were no pound-nets in
Chesapeake bay, and no shad were
taken till they entered fresh water.
Gilling was pot prosecuted so low
down the river as now. In 1880 he
found in Chesapeake bay 150 pound-
nets set in the track followed by the
shad along the western shore, and
through these the fisk had to
run & gauntlet up to the mouths
of the rivers. Now there were
1,000 pound-nets occupying the west-

ern shores of the bay, and excluding
ihe fish from the fresh water. The ef-
fect of the salt-water catch is to dimin-

ish natural reproduction and to invoke
arlificial A3 & necessary aid

A large ship, laden with
silks and valuable stoffe, had been
cavght by the vagrant tides of the golf
and borue through the fog toward the
Newfoundland const, till the face of a
tall clift loomed against the bowsprit.
